The American Red Cross is an instrument of mercy for 
all of us Its mission is to serve the members of the Armed 
Forces and their families and to help our neighbors w hen 
disaster strikes. 
When the conflict in Vietnam wound dow n two years ago 
and the U.S. servicemen were withdrawn from most of 
Southeast Asia. it brought an end to one of the largest 
American Red Cross operations for our nation’s arm ed 
forces since World War II 
Yet, today, in peacetime and with all-volunteer armed 
forces, the Red Cross finds it is still providing about 90 per 
cent of the services to men in uniform, and their families 
that it did during the final year of the Vietnam War. 
The human problems that many thought would diminish 
with the advent of all-volunteer forces, haven t lessened 
Many Red Cross chapters find themselves increasingly 
challenged by the problems of active duty servicemen and 
their families. Mobility, loneliness and separation from 
the traditional help of family and friends affects ser­ 
viceman in the sam e ways they affected service m embers 
when they were drafted. And illness, death and other 
problems occur in the families of today’s servicemen just 
as they did in those of their predecessors 
The Red Cross continues in most communities to be the 
only agency, public or private, with the combined 
coverage, 
and 
reach 
qualities 
required 
to 
meet 
emergency needs of arm ed forces m em bers and their 
families 
Throughout the country last year, Red Cross chapters 
like the one here in Rush County, provided assistance to 
more than 590.000 servicem en’s families At 1,968 military 


installations and medical facilities both in the U.S. and 
overseas, another 759,397 servicemen and their families 
received help through the Red Cross field staff 
Locally to” a family worried about a son or husband in 
the service, the chapter can get a message to the Field 
Director where the serviceman is stationed, and get a 
prompt reply This world wide communicatioas system 
links the Led Cross staff members to the over 3,000 
chapters. They can ask the chapter in the soldier’s home 
county tor a report on his family, or get a Doctor's 
statement regarding the condition of a family mem ber 
With this information the serviceman and his com­ 
manding officer can determine whether emergency leave 
should be granted Messages travel in both directions 
This system also carries good news, such as advising a 
serviceman of the birth of a child. Locally these requests 
have ranged from emergency leave requests, verification 
of death. Doctor's interpetive statements, health and 
welfare reports, birth announcements, and extention of 
leaves 
Almost everyone knows that the Red Cross provides 
relief to disaster victims 
Not so well understood, 
however, are the scope of those services and the operation 
of the emergency relief and recovery program 
In a large scale disaster, there are generally two phases 
of Red Cross activity. One is the emergency phase, w htch 
frequently begins before the disaster strikes; the other is 
the phase related to long term recovery assistance This 
actually begins at the outset of the relief operation and 
continues until all recovery plans are completed 
During the emergency period, the Red Cross provides 
shelter, food and clothing It also sees that emergency 


medical needs are met 
The National organization 
operates a number of mobile canteens awl vans, some 
radio equipped and these are located at strategic points 
throughout the United States, which can be sent im 
mediately to the disaster scene 
Nationally 
trained disaster 
specialists, 
ably 
sup­ 
plemented by trained volunteers, begin working with 
individual families who register for assistance im 
mediately atter the disaster occurs. Liaison is m ain­ 
tained with government agencies active on the scene and 
with other voluntary groups assisting in the relief effort. 
Red Cross recovery assistance bridges the gap between 
what the family can do for itself and what is needed to 
effect its recovery. Recovery assistance represents part 
of w hat is sent locally to the National Red Cross 
All Red Cross assistance is a gift, not a loan, and no 
repayment is required or expected. 


Another little known side of Red Cross disaster relief is 
the aid given each year by chapters throughout the nation 
in the form of temporary shelter, food, medical aid, and 
clothing to victims of sm aller type emergencies, mainly 
home or apartm ent fires, explosions, transportation 
accidents, or similar minor catastrophes. 


Locally the Rush County Chapter of the American Red 
( to s s has offered classes in First Aid, Swimming and 
Lifesaving to all who were interested, in Rushville and 
Rush County. In order for the Red Cross to continue these 
worthwhile community program s all residents of Rush­ 
ville and Rush County are asked to contribute generously 
to the Rush County United Way, as the local chapter of the 
American Red Cross is a m em ber agency.

Grand Coulee Production 
Outstrips Expectations 


GRAND 
COULEE 
DAM, 
Wash. (U PI) — The Grand 
Coulee Dam has entered a new 
era not foreseen by its “father” 
40 years ago at the pouring of 
the 10.5 million cubic yards of 
concrete 
that 
made 
it 
the 
nation’s largest dam. 
The first generator in a $497 
million new third power house 
became available this month 
for regular operation and to 
meet peak requirements in the 
Pacific Northwest. 
The availability of electricity 
from the 600,000-kilowatt gener­ 
ator marks the first new source 
of power since the m assive 
dam was completed in 1942, 
with 18 generators capable of 
producing 2.2 million kilowatts. 
Work on the third power 
house began in late 1970 and 
will continue until the summer 
of 1978, when the last of the six 
new generators goes on the 
line. The new power house will 
be capable of producing 3.9 
million kilowatts, bringing the 
massive concrete dam ’s total 
power capacity to over six 
million kilowatts. 


“I never foresaw the things it 
(the dam) did for us because it 
made the Columbia River the 
most power-producing place on 
earth,” said former Sen. C C. 
Dill, now 90, and credited with 
being the "father of Grand 
Coulee Dam” by convincing a 
newly elected President Fran­ 
klin D. Roosevelt to build the 
massive structure. 


" I’ve been introduced as the 
‘father of Grand Coulee Dam’ 
many times, but Roosevelt built 


the dam and I just got him to 
do it,” Dill said. 
Dill, 
who 
voted 
against 
entering World War I during 
his second term as a congress 
man from Spokane, had not 
been out of office long after his 
defeat in 1918 when sentiment 
was growing for some method 
of irrigating the vast arid lands 
of central Washington. Soon 
two plans were proposed. 
One involved building a 140- 
mile canal to carry water from 
the Pend Oreille River in the 
northeast part of the state 
through a siphon tunnel under 
Spokane out into the Columbia 
Basin region by gravity. The 
other called for a dam on the 
Columbia River and to tap 
water 
from 
the 
reservoir 
behind it. 
Dill favored the dam plan 
because it would provide cheap 
electricity for the Northwest 
and used it as a platform in his 
successful bid for the Senate in 
1922. 
By the time sentiment in the 
Northwest swung to the dam 
proposal, Dill, a Democrat, had 
little success in winning support 
for the project from Republican 
President Herbert Hoover. 
He realized he m ust help 
nominate and elect a Democrat 
as president to build the dam 
and approached Roosevelt, who 
was New York governor. Dill 
said he met with Roosevelt at 
Albany, N Y., one evening in 
early 1931 to seek the gover 
nor’s support for Grand Coulee 
Dam, 
and 
after 
a 
lengthy 
discussion asked Roosevelt 
what he thought. 


“He took his cigarette in his 
mouth,” Dill recalled, 
“and 
said, ‘I don’t suppose I’ll ever 
be president, but if I am, I’ll 
build that dam .’ That's just 
what I wanted him to say, but I 
said it would be quite a fight. 
He said, ‘that’s okay because 
I’ll start it and make them 
(Congress) finish it.’” 
Roosevelt went on to win in 
1932, and except for a time 
when 
Dill 
said 
the 
new 
president thought about delay­ 
ing the project, 
worked 
to 
obtain a $63 million appropria­ 
tion from the fledgling Power 
Works Administration to build a 
150-foot low-dam on the Colum­ 
bia. 
Once work got 
underway, 
Congress appropriated further 
funds to expand the dam to 550- 
feet high. The Grand Coulee 
Dam was completed at a cost 
of $260 million. 


Dill said the Grand Coulee 
Dam led to “the birth” of 
another 
IO 
dam s 
on 
the 
Columbia River between the 
Grand Coulee and the Pacific 
Ocean. 
“We never dreamed of it,” 
Dill said. “We didn’t think we 
would need 
the power. We 
thought there might be a couple 
more dams, but never IO.”

Home 
buyers have shifted 180 degrees 
in the past five years, turning 
from new to existing homes —• 
and the reasons involve more 
than money. 
A study by Investors Mort­ 
gage Inurance Co., found, as of 
Aug I, that 72 per cent of the 
nation's housing money was 
being spent for existing facili­ 
ties while only 28 per cent was 
going for newly constructed 
homes. That compared with 70 
per cent for new homes and 30 
per cent for existing structures 
in the early 1970s 
Jackson W. Goss, president 
and chief executive officer of 
the 
Boston 
firm, 
said 
the 
turnabout reflected tighter 
money, 
an 
increase in 
the 
number of purchasers as new 
home production decreased, an 
interest 
in 
the 
American 
bicentennial and 
the recent 
trend for nostalgia. 
Other 
reasons, said Goss, 
were the rising costs of raw 
m aterials which prevented 
builders from installing some 
items available in older homes; 
lengthy lead times — up to six 
months — required for comple­ 
tion of a new structure and 
lower purchase prices for older 
homes, particularly those in 
need of repair which homeown­ 
ers can do themselves. 
“While existing homes are 
selling at their highest levels in 
15 months, housing production 
is not keeping pace with the 
demand.” Goss said. 
He said new housing current­ 
ly is running at less than half 
the peak production rate in 1973 
and by year’s end, new housing 
starts will account for only 2 
per cent of the total housing 
mix across the nation 
Nostalgia — 'old is better’ —- 
plays a big part, Goss said. 
"The young particularly are 
attracted to renovation pro­ 
jects,” he added. “Older homes 
may be cheaper to purchase — 
particularly if repair work is 
called for, much of which is 
now being done by homeowners 
themselves. 
“There also is a resurgence 
of interest in vintage architec­ 
tural design. Bicentennial spirit 
is stimulating renovation efforts

THE PLED G E OF ALLEGIANCE 
The Hamm erm ill P ap er Company has issued in­ 
teresting information concerning the history of the 
w riting of the Pledge of Allegiance, with the questions: 
“ Has any piece of English, w ritten since our nation’s 
founding, been repeated so m any tim es by so many dif­ 
ferent Am ericans? But who w rote it? When? W hy?” 


In 1892, a weekly m agazine. The Youth’s Companion, 
published in Boston, “ sponsored a cam paign to put the 
Stars and Stripes over every schoolhouse in the U.S. 
Highlight of the drive was a nationwide celebration of the 
400th anniversary of C olum bus’ landing. The National 
Education Association approved the suggestion. Congress 
m ade Oct. 21 (not 12) a holiday. 


“The Septem ber 8, 1892, issue of The Youth’s Com­ 
panion — in column after column of 8-point type — 
provided a complete program script with prayers, poems, 
hym ns, patriotic speeches, even the stage directions. 
N ear the cerem ony’s beginning were the raising of the 
Hag, a salute, and a new pledge. Just who wrote the 
pledge w asn’t settled for 47 y e a rs.” 


The Youth's Companion credited it to Jam es B. Upham. 


Another executive on 
the m agazine, Francis M. 
Bellam y, announced in 1923 that he was the sole w riter. 
After both were dead, the L ibrary of Congress issued a 
report attributing authorship to Bellamy. 


“The Pledge was am ended on Flag Day, June 14, 1954. 
After signing the law which added the words ‘under God,’ 
President Eisenhower said, ‘F rom this day forw ard . . . 
our school children will daily proclaim . . . the dedication 
of our nation and our people to the Almighty.’ ” 


The statem ent is m ade th a t the added phrase cam e 
from Lincoln’s G ettysburg A ddress. The words are said to 
have been added by Lincoln while he spoke:“ ...that this 
nation under God shall have a new birth of freedom .” 
They do not appear in Lincoln’s first or second draft of the 
speech. Lincoln included the words in a1) three of the 
copies he penned later. 


A photographic copy of the original Pledge reproduced 
from the m agazine is: “ I pledge allegiance to my Flag 
and the Republic for which it stands: one Nation in­ 
divisible, with Liberty and Ju stice for all.”

cart 
sells 
out 
quickly. He talks of a second - 
even a third — cart. But that’s 
his limit. 
“ My kitchen cannot 
make 
more,” he said. “ I figure the 
best it can handle is a couple of 
thousand dishes a day." 
There s a simple solution, of 
course. And Lee has it. 
“ I wait for the big investor," 
said Lee. with a wink “ I got 
the idea He ll have the money 
to carry it out." 
It is the second chapter of a 
small success story. Lee came 
to this country from Hong Kong 
just four years ago and leased 
his 
little 
restaurant. 
“Lee’s 
Chinese Cuisine," which has a 
capacity of about 50 customers. 
It’s jam m ed at lunchtime, 
because, Lee says, he features 
“quality.” 
“ I eat several dishes ever

day just to check if it is all 
right. 
Another 
attraction 
is 
the 
price: $1.25 for many dishes. In 
New York, that’s cheap 
With the 20 little tables in the 
restaurant full. Lee thought of 
ways to expand. The pushcart 
was his answer. 
There were problems getting 
started. 
How to store whole meals in 
a cart designed for pretzels'’ In 
layers of boxes. 
Which dishes to serve? He 
keeps it simple. 
Unlike the 
lengthy menus at most Chinese 
restaurants, he only features 


six 
m ain 
courses 
in 
his 
restaurant. 
He believes he is the man to 
run the business for that big, 
would-be investor he hopes will 
come along. 
He only 
fears 
someone will pick up the idea 
in a slipshod manner. 
“There are too many people 
dealing in bad Chinese food," 
he says.

Chinese anymore.” 
From his cart. 
Lee says, 
customers get just what they 
get in his restaurant. 
“The only difference is, they 
doiVn^^t^^titfm^^ab^."
